AN UNPARALLELED SUICIDE, 


At ‘His , Majesty's! Prison, Holloway, De 
Frederick }. ‘Waldo, the City’ Coroner, held an 
inqitiry'respecting the death of Joseph Edward 
Gill, afvas Herbert Willis, Tom Walters, ete, 
aged 29 yeara, a'well-known and expert thief, 
who committed suicide recently in his cell i in
